many millions of his fortune should be given to the 
Metropolitan Museum of Art. 

This will be an inspiration and help to young artiats 
and beauty lovers everywhere. It will furnish them, 
with material for a long while, and that material will 
not be selected by a newspaper man or a grocery keep- 
er, or one otherwise trained in business, but by art ex- 
perts, and therefore will be of a better quality. Tt is 
much better to leave the selection of art objects to those 
who know about it than to select them yourself. 

We may say, therefore, that Mr, Munsey's life was 
devoted to art, as the usufruct of his life, that ts the 
net gain of it, was devoted to that purpose. He did 
more good to art by leaving his money to it than he 
ever could have done by following it limself 

In the same way Johns Hopkins, who as everybody 
thought was a i r, left much of his fortune to the} 
medical schoo! wh bears his name. Medically speak- | 
ing, therefore, he did more good than if he had followed | 
the medical profession himself.
